On the morning of July 26, 1973, Mayor BERLINSKY 
telephonically contacted Agent and indicated that b6 
he would be in the neighborhood and in view of him not being b7C 
available on the previous day he would be more that happy to 
stop by the Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBL) in the Post Office Building in Joliet, Illinois. 


BERLINSKY, upon arrival at the Office of the FBI, 
was interviewed regarding an applicant matter. At the com~ 
pletion of this he was shown a WJOL Newsletter which is a 
daily publication put out by a local radio station which in- 
dicated the following: "Joliet businessman ARMAND D!ANDREA 
says he will release a statement concerning charges of gang~ 
Land connections made against him in a Phoenix, Arizona news~ 
paper.'' This newsletter was shown to BERLINSKY and asked if 
he would comment on the activities of this man. 


BERLINSKY stated that ARMAND D'ANDREA was an acm 
quaintance of his for the past 14 years. He described his 
relationship as more of a mere contractor relationship; 
however, stated that he had attended 
wedding and had, on occasion visited him on a social basise 
BERLINSKY indicated he would not consider himself as a con 
Fident of ARMAND D'tANDREA and certainly was not aware of any 
illegal activity that he could be involved in. BERLINSKY 
indicated that he had received a telephonic request from a 
newspaper in Phoenix, Arizona asking about ARMAND D'ANDREA's 
relationship with him. A reporter for the newspaper had 
indicated that a representative or an attorney of ARMAND 
D'ANDREA had indicated in Phoenix, Arizona that D'ANDREA was

a personal friend of the mayor of Joliet, Illinois and 
certainly could not be involved in any illegal type 
operation. The attorney qualifying the integrity of 
D'ANDREA to the newspaper as reported by BERLINSKY, 
further stated that ARMAND D'ANDREA had been appointed to 
a water commission by mayor BERLINSKY and certainly he 
would have to have a high regard for this individual be- 
fore doing such. 


Mayor BERLINSKY indicated that since this re- 
port came out in the Phoenix newspaper, he has had a 
personal visit by ARMAND D'ANDREA at his place of busi- 
ness in Joliet, Illinois. D'ANDREA indicated to the 
mayor that he was sorry for any embarrasement he might 
have causedthe mayor and that he was sure that this 
could be resolved without any difficulties. Mayor 
BERLINSKY was asked if he felt that ARMAND D'ANDREA was 
involved in any type of organized crime activities or 
connected in any way with any type of illegal gambling 
activity in which he replied that, as he indicated be- 
fore, he was a friend of ARMAND D'ANDREA but not one of 
his confidents and that he was not aware of any activities 
of ajllLegal nature that D'*ANDREA could be involved in. The 
mayor further qualified his relationship by D'ANDREA in- 
dicating that the contracts that D'Andrea Construction 
Firmkas had at the city would be open for review at any 
time by agents of the FBI if they felt that there was 
some type of illegal activity. 


Mayor BERLINSKY was asked if, at any time, he 
had vacationed or had taken trips sociably with ARMAND 
D'tANDREA in which he replied that he had not, The mayor, 
at this point, indicated that he was surprised that his 
name would be mentioned by the Phoenix newspaper as an 
associate of D'ANDREA in view of the fact that there are 
many people on the council at Joliet who are also personal 
close friends of this individual.
